ARRANGE FOR 


FUNERAL. 


lYOSEMITE, Cal.. Sept. 1.—Tim Indian 


pow-wows, which have been carried on 
with intense excitement for the last week, 
came to a sudden end with the burial of 
Mrs. Uncle George, 
one of the 
oldest 
squaws of the Sierras, which took place 
this mornnlg with Imposing ceremonies. 
Mrs. George came here from the Nevada 
side of the mountains-a week ago to at- 
tend 
the biennial 
celebrations of 
trie 
Piute and Digger Indian tribes, but was 
taken sick soon after her arrival. 
Her 
death was a severe shock to the visiting 
Indians from different parts of the Sier- 
ras and put a quietus on the feasting and 
war dances that have brought so many 
visiting red men together lately. 
Several days ago her supposed death 
was announced, while one of 
the war 
dances was at its highest pitch of enthu- 
siasm. 
Every Indian immediately left 
the dance and the mourning program for 
the next day was soon announced. 
When the next day came, it was found ' 
that the venerable Mrs. George still drew - 
the breath of life, but on Sunday night it . 
was discovered that she had suffered a 
relapse and death came very suddenly. 
I 
Yesterday all festivities at the different ' 
Indian camps ceased immediately. 
In 
the afterroon 
Captain 
Kelly 
of Bear 
Creek, together with Chiefs Francisco of 
Bull Creek, and Lancisco of Carson, Ne- 
vada, arranged the last rites and cere- 
monies of teh bi-.rial, consisting of fast- 
ings ar.d wallings all night until sunrise, 
when the obsequies took place at the Yo- 
semite Indian burial grounds, located at 
the foot of Indian Canyon. 
Captain Kelly, the most eloquent red 
man ot the Sierras, delivered the Indian 
funeral oration, speaking in proud terms 
of the valuable services performed by the 
deceased in her life time, and of the no- 
ble sons and daughters she has given to 
the brave tribes of the mountains.

CAN'T EXCEED DOLLAR LIMIT 


FOR BOULEVARDS. 


Parks and Pleasure Drives Must 


Be Provided By Means of 


An Issue of Bonds. 


The following self-explanatory com- 


munication was filed by the City At- 
torney -with the Council at 
its last 


night's meeting: 


August 31, 190f:. 


"John L,. Howard,' Esq., Chairrr an 


Auditing and Finance Committee of 
Council of City of Oakland, California: 
Dear Sir: You have submitted for 
opinion, the folio-wing questions: 
"'(1). Is It legal to levy a tax for 


maintenance 
and 
improvement 
of 
parks and boulevards in, 'he City of 
Oakland, in excess of the limit of one 
dollar levy for each one hundred dol- 
lars upon assessment roll .is provided 
by Section 136 of Charter of City of 
Oakland? 
"'(2). Is It legal to lev;' a tax for 
support and maintenance of Comlr on 
Schools and High School in City of 
Oakland in excess of the limit of r>n» 
dollar levy for each one hundred d il- 
lars upon assessment roll, as provlr'ed 
by Station 136 of Charter of City of 
Oakland?' 
"In reply to question No. 1 above 


noted, -vdll state, that in -my opinioi a 
levy of a tax In fxcess of the one d il- 
Jar limit fixed by said charter for ihe 
Improvement and maintenance of pi.b- 
31c parks- and boulevards, cannot le- 
gally be meade. In this connection I 
call to your attention sec-ion 136 of 
caid charter, said 
section 
being in 


•words as follows: 
"'The Council shall, on or before ihe 


flrst Monday of October in each ye ir, 
by ordinance, fix the rate of taxes to 
be levied-, and levy the taxes upon all 
property, both real and personal, in 
the City, necessary to raise- suffiol'-nt 
revenue to carry on the various ne- 
partmentg of the municipal govern- 
ment for the current, fiscal year; pro- 
vided, that the rate of taxes so lev'ed 
Hhall not exceed, In any year, one d 4- 
lar for each one hundred dollars upon 
the assessment roll, 
except 
for ! he 


payment of the principal and lnter-st 
of the bonded debt of the < !ty.' 


"The charter of the City of Oak- 


land was approved by the Legislature, 
of California on February 14th, If-O, 
and in pursuance of provisions of st-c- 
tlon S. Article 11 of Constitution of 
California. 
. 


"The Act entitled 'An Act to enable 


incorporated cities and co'intles. a nrl 
cities and towns to acquire-, maintain, 
and Improve public parks and bou'e- 
vards. wa.s approved March 19. If-9, 
and section 4 of said Act provides as 
follows: 
"'Any incorporated city and coun- 


ty, or city, or town, may, in addition 
to'the annual tax. levy for other n 11- 
nicipal purposes, and at the same ti-ne 
and in the same manner, 
< a.use to he 


assessed and levied upon 'he taxable 
properly within 
the 
mun.cipality nn 


annual tax In such amount as may be 
deemed necessary and pro;,er for ihe 
acquisition, 
or 
maintcnan-P 
or 
i-n- 


•provement of its public parks or boule- 
vard? or both, and the revi-nue so c b- 
tained shall be applied to no other use 
or purpose.' 
"At the time of the a.ppri.val of said 


charter and said Park and Boulevard 
Act, th? ror.stitution of California pro- 
vided In words as follows: 
"'Corporations for muni'ipal 
pur- 


poses shall not he created by sperial 
laws- hut the Legislature, by general 
laws shall provide for the incorpora- 
tion, organization, and 
cl iFSificatl m, 


in proportion to population, of cities 
and towns, which laws tr^ he alter-d. 
amended, 
or 
appealed. 
Cities 
f.nd 


towns heretofore organizer! or Ir.e-.r- 
poraterl may become organized under 
such general laws -whenever a. majori- 
ty of the electors voting at a general 
election shall so determine-, and shrill 
organize In conformity therewith: *nd 
cities rvr towns heretofore or hereafter 
organized and 
nil 
charters 
thereof 


framed or adopted by authority of t.-iiB 
constitution, shall be 
subject 
to c. nd 


controlled hy general laws.' 


"As the law existed at 
he time of 


' the passage of said charter and Park 
end Boulevard Act, the charter provi- 
sions were subject to and controlled 
t,v genera.! laws. 
This legal status re- 


mained operative until 
the adopt,on 
' of a constitutional amendment in he 


vear 1896. In last 
named 
year -he 


above mentioned section r, of article 


. XI of the constitution was amended so 
that It now reads as follows: 'and all 
charters thereof framed or adopted b> 
authority of this constitution, except 
In municipal affairs, shall be subj-ct 
.to and controlled by general laws. 
"If the maintenance 
and Improve- 


' ment of 
parks and 
boulevard* nre 
' -SSnlclpal affairs,' then it follows that 
• the 
charter 
provisions 
above 
^et 


forth, is supreme and the 'dollar limit 
cannot be exceeded. In my opinion. 
Improvement 
and 
maintenance of 


•parks and boulevards are •'municipal 
affairs' within the meaning of the con- 
stitutional amendment 
above 
noted, 


and that a tax In excess of the limi-a- 
tion provided by charter of this city, 
can-not legally he made for said pur- 
poses. (Byrne vs. Drain, 127 Cal., Rep. 


fififl ) 
"No'hlng In this opinion is to be con- 


strued against the power of the p»o- 
ple to incur indebtedness through a 
bond issue. 
"Replying to question No. 2 as sta ed 


above, I will say, that in my opin on 
the Council may legally levy a lax 
for High School and Common School 
purposes over and above the levy of 


' one dollar for each one Irmdred dol- 


lars upon the assessment roll. 


"By referring to charter, section 114, 


subdivision 9, it will be noticed that 


• 'the Council shall fix, in it;; discretion, 


• by ordinance, the percentage of taxes 
to be levied for school purposes, p-o- 
vided that the amount to >>e thus h-v- 
ied for school purposes shall not ex- 
ceed thirty cents on each one hundi-ed 
dollar valuation upon the assessment 
roll; but may 
be increased 
to fot-ty 


cents by the consent of two-thirds of 
the Council and that when collected it 
shall be 
immediately 
paid 
into 'he 


School Fund to be 
drawn 
out only 


up'on the order of the Board of Edu- 
cation.' 
"Again, section 128 of the 
charter 


provides as follows: 
" 'The School Fund shal' consist of 


a-11 moneys received from the State rnd 
County Fund; all moneys arising frim 
taxes'which shall be levied annuslly 
by the Council for school purposes.- 


"The law passed at the thirty-fou:-th 


, • session of the Legislature, found in 


the statutes of California, 1901, page 
307, entitled, 'An Act to amend section 


| J670 of the Political Code of the State 
i of California, relating to High Schools,' 
i approved March 15th, 1901, contains, 
' among other provisions, the following: 


"'Fifteenth: 
When 
such 
estimate 


shall have been made and submitted, it 
shall be the, duty of 
the 
authority, 


whose duty It is to levy taxes in said 
city, incorporated 
town, school dis- 


trict, or Union. High School district, to 
levy a special tax upon all of the tax- 
Able pru-perty of said city, incorporat- 
ed town, school district, or Union HIg-h 
School district, sufficient in amount to 
maintain the High School, or to pur- 
chase the site, erect the building, or 
improve the building or grounds. Said 
tax shall be computed, entered upon 
the tax roll, and collected, in the sar.ie 
manner as other taxes are computed, 
enlered and collected.'
